Authorities say local outbreak 
is showing signs of slowing

With the number of new cases slowing 
and vaccination efforts hitting six digits, 
there were hopeful smiles all around as lo- 
cal leaders received the latest data on 
San Diego County’s deadly hepatitis A 
outbreak. 

Officials with the county Health and 
Human Services Agency briefed county 
supervisors Tuesday morning, delivering 
the news that a massive vaccination ef- 
fort under way since March has dis- 
pensed 100,147 doses, with 84 percent of 
those given to people, such as homeless 
residents and drug users, who are at the 
greatest risk ofinfection. 

Dr. Eric McDonald, chief of the coun- 
ty’s Epidemiology and Immunization 
Services Branch, reported that in addi- 
tion to reaching such a lofty vaccination 
milestone, there are immediate signs 
that the outbreak continues to deceler- 
ate. 

Last week, he said, local health pro- 
viders forwarded only eight possible hep- 
atitis A cases to the health department 
for further investigation. There have been 
no new deaths, leaving the outbreak total

SENATE GOP TO 
ADD REPEAL OF 
HEALTH MANDATE 
TO TAX MEASURE 


Republicans seek to attain 
two policy goals in one bill

Senate Republican leaders said Tues- 
day that they would seek a repeal of the 
Affordable Care Act’s individual mandate 
through their tax bill, a major change of 
strategy as they try to accomplish two of 
their top domestic priorities in a single 
piece of legislation. 

Repealing the mandate, which com- 
pels most Americans to buy health insur- 
ance or pay a fine, would free up more 
than $300 billion in government funding 
over the next decade that Republicans 
could use to finance their proposed tax 
cuts, but it would result in 13 million fewer 
people having health insurance, accord- 
ing to projections from the nonpartisan 
Congressional Budget Office. 

The CBO has also projected that re- 
pealing the individual mandate would 
drive up insurance premiums for many 
Americans by roughly 10 percent. 

The injection of health policy into the 
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Attorney General Jeff Sessions on Tuesday denied lying to 
Congress about the Trump campaign’s ties to Russia.

Attorney General Jeff Ses- 
sions on Tuesday again revised 
his account of what he knew 
about the Trump campaign’s 
dealings with Russians, acknowl- 
edging for the first time that he 
recalled a meeting where a for- 
eign policy adviser mentioned 
having contacts who could pos- 
sibly broker a meeting between 
then-candidate Donald Trump 
and Russian President Vladimir 
Putin. 


Testifying before the House 
Judiciary Committee, Sessions 
said he now remembered adviser 
George Papadopoulos saying in 
March 2016 that he knew people 
who might be able to help ar- 
range a Trump-Putin meeting. 

When Sessions was asked last 
month whether he thought sur- 
rogates from the Trump cam- 
paign had communications with 
the Russians, he said, “I did not, 
and I’m not aware of anyone else 
that did, and I don’t believe it 
happened.”

Gunman attacks 
random sites, but is 
locked out of school

RANCHO TEHAMA RESERVE 
A Northern California man 
killed two neighbors with whom 
he had been feuding before he 
went on a shooting rampage 
Tuesday at apparent random 


sites — including an elementary 
school that successfully locked 
him out — in a series of attacks 
where he killed two more people 
and wounded 10 before police fa- 
tally shot him, officials said. 

Police said surveillance video 
shows the shooter unsuccessfully 
trying to enter a nearby elemen- 
tary school after quick-thinking 
staffmembers locked the outside 
doors and barricaded them- 
selves inside when they heard 
gunshots. 

Tehama County Assistant 


Sheriff Phil Johnston said the 
gunman spent about six minutes 
shooting into Rancho Tehama 
Elementary School before driv- 
ing off to continue shooting else- 
where. Johnston said one student 
was shot and injured and is ex- 
pected to survive. 

“It was a bizarre and murder- 
ous rampage,” Johnston said. 

Coy Ferreira said he was one 
of a group of people who took 
shelter inside the school, where 
bullets crashed through the win- 
dow of the classroom he was in, 


wounding a boy. 

He said he was walking his 
daughter to her kindergarten 
class at the school when they 
heard what he thought was a fire- 
cracker. When several more 
bangs followed, he said, “one of 
the teachers came running out of 
the building and told us all to run 
inside the building, there was a 
shooter.” 

Johnston said that investiga- 
tors had reviewed video from the 
school’s security system showing
